  12   SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 
  13  MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

  16   If the Comptroller finds that good cause exists and subject to § 13-601 of this 
  17  article, the Comptroller may extend the time to file an income tax return: 
 
  18    (1) up to 6 7 months FOR AN INDIVIDUAL OR A CORPORATION or, if an 
  19  individual is out of the United States, up to 1 year; AND 
 
  20    (2) UP TO 7 MONTHS FOR A CORPORATION. 
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   1   SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 
   2  July 1, 2003, and shall be applicable to all taxable years beginning after December 31,
